Ho  ex¬ 
pects  it  will  be  published  by  Christinas, 
but  is  very  reticent  as  to  topic  |md  plat. 
He  has  lecture  eugagemeuts  covering 
most  of  the  winter. 

When  a  Massachusetts  man  walked 
seventeen  miles  to  see  a  man  hung,  and 
the  prisoner  was  respited,  the  disgusted 
traveler  sat  down  in  a  fence  corner  and 
hoarsely  inquired  if  this  country  was 
driftiug  back  to  barbarism. 

'  The  miners  are  preparing  tq  leave  the 
Black  Hills,  covering  up  their  richest 
lodes  to  prevent  their  becoming  known 
until  such  time  as  they  cau  return.  Tbe 
country  is  considered  rich  in  gold,  aud 
some  valuable  didiugs  are  located  near  a 
a  town  called  Stonewall,  which  has  been 
laid  out  on  Custer's  Gulch. 

A  surplus  of  85,000  is  in  the -hands  of 
the  London  Committee,  after  paying  all 
the  bills  connected  with  Moody  and 
Saukey’s  labors,  and  is  to  be  appropriat¬ 
ed  to  a  noonday  prayer-meeting  to  be 
continued  daily.  Au  evangelistic  build¬ 
ing  is  to  be  erected  at  the  West  End  as  a 
memerial  of  Moody  and  Sankey’s  work. 

Georgia  has  had  a  scare,  caused 
in  Washington  and  Jefferson  counties  on 
account  of  the  reported  attempt  by  the 
negroes  at  insurrection.  Eighty  arrests 
were  made  and  the  white  military  com¬ 
panies  in  these  counties  were  ordered  by 
the  Governor  to  report  to  the  Sheriff. 
The  prisoners  were  all  lodged  in  jail  with¬ 
out  resistance.  The  alleged  plot  con¬ 
templated  a  massacre  of  the  whites  on 
the  20th  inst. 

A  special  dispatch  to  Chicago  from 
Whitehall,  Mich.,  says  the  body  of  N.  S. 
Grim  wood,  who  ascended  with  Donaldsou 
in  his  ill-fated  balloon,  has  bi»en  found 
on  the  beach  of  Lake  Miohigan,  near 
Stony  Creek.  The  body  was  fully  dress¬ 
ed,  with  the  exception  of  boot*  or  shoes. 
Letters  belonging  to  Mr.  Grim  wood  and 
notes  of  his  balloon  trip  were  found  on 
the  body,  fully  establishing  its  identi¬ 
ty- 

A  circular  from  the  Third  Assistant 
Posl  master  General  announces  that  the 
department  is  prepared  to  commence  the 
issue  of  postal-cards  of  the  new  design* 
Postmasters  will  not  nnder  any  circum¬ 
stances  be  permitted  to  redeem  or  ex¬ 
change  postal-cards  of  the  old  style,  or 
cards  that  may  be  misdirected,  spoiled 
in  printing,  or  otherwise  rendered  unfit 
f wr  use,  in  the  bands  of  private  holders. 
It  will  also  be  useless  to  apply  to  the  de¬ 
partment  for  such  exebsoge  or  redemp¬ 
tion.

Rev.  Father  A.  M.  Sleets  at  the  Church 
of  the  Immaculate  Conception  on  Sun¬ 
day  last  severely  censured  our  town  au¬ 
thorities  for  allowing  so  much  corner 
loafing  on  the  public  tbroughfares.  He 
also  warned  his  congregation  against  the 
sin  of  attending  the  afternoon  meetin  gs 
under  the  tree,  on  Sunday. 


Competition  is  the  life  of  trade.  Mich¬ 
ael  Levy  has  just  opened  a  new  grocery 
store  on  the  Old  Road,  and  he  and  James 
E.  Murphy  at  the  Fountain  Head,  who 
has  long  enjoyed  a  monopoly  in  that  sec¬ 
tion’  are  trying  to  see  which  can  sell 
goods.  Murphy  has  already  got  bread 
down  to  six  cents  a  loaf  and  other  arti- 
tlts  of  daily  consumption  far  below  the 
lowest  city  prices. 


Thomas  A  Levy  Esq.  has  dissolved  his 
connection  with  the  grocery  firm  of  Far- 
rel  A  Levy,  and  purchased  the  carriage 


Drainage. 

We  have  repeatedly  urged  in  these 
columns  the  paramount  necessity  of  the 
town’s  udoptiug  a  system  of  drainage. 
That  we  have  no  such  “system,”  and 
are  suffering  therefrom  is  painfully  evi¬ 
dent.  The  effects  of  the  receut  rain¬ 
storms  must  impress  all  who  have  seen 
the  innndated  condition  iu  which  certain 
localities  are  left  that  this  matter  is  a 
very  important  oue.  The  vacant  lots, 
yards,  and  cellars  of  the  houses  situated 
within  the  triangle  bounded  by  Glenwood 
aud  Washington  avenues  and  the  railroad 
are  still,  many  of  them,  unde.*  water, 
with  no  way  of  relief  except  the  slow, 
unhealthfnl  processes  of  evaporation  and 
filtrutiou  through  the  soil.  Tbe  prop¬ 
erty  on  both  the  streets  named  has  been 
partially  filled  in  and  built  up.  but  with¬ 
out  any  allowance  having  been  made  for 
drainage. 

Complaint  was  made  to  the  Board  of 
Freeholders  ju  regard  to  the  stoppage 
of  the  culverts  which  have  existed  many 
years  in  thii  vicinity,  on  Glenwood  and 
Washington  avenues.  A  Committee  was 
appointed  to  visit  the  ground  and  make 
investigation.  This  Committee  met  on 
Wednesday  morniDg  but  were  of  the 
opinion  that  the  county  had  no  jurisdic¬ 
tion,  though  hopes  had  been  indulged 
by  some  citizens  that  the  County  ought 
to  cause  the  culverts  tc  be  cleared  and 
the  standing  water  drained  off. 

The  whole  difficulty  seems  to  be,  both 
here  and  in  other  locations,  that  Bloom¬ 
field  in  growing  into  a  thickly-settled 
town  is  ignoring  the  requirement  of  drain¬ 
age.  We  ought  at  once  to  adopt  mea¬ 
sures  thut  shall  prevent  such  a  serious 
annoyance  and  risk  to  the  health  of  the 
community  from  occurring  again.  We 
must  guard  against  the  overflow  of  sur¬ 
face  water,  or  accept  the  consequences, 
saturated  streets  and  premises  with  au 
alarming  prospect  of  sickness  and  mor¬ 
tality.  It  is  culpable  negligent]  to  allow 
the  wash  of  the  streets  to  be  sewered 
into  private  property.  The  rain-full, 
whether  descending  upon  the  luud  or 
roofs  of  houses,  should  bo  conducted  to 
the  streer  gutters,  and  thence  into  sew¬ 
ers  beneath  the  surface,  if  the  umount 
of  water  is  too  groat  to  be  curried  along 
the  curb  to  the  proper  place  of  sewer¬ 
age.

Seven  boys  who  escaped  from  the 
Jamesbnrg  Reform  School  ten  days  ago, 
have  been  recaptured.

None  of  the  giiaids 
put  in  un  appearance  among  tho  bathers 
for  more  than  teu  minutes  after  the  sad 
accident  had  occurred, aud  when  they  did 
so  they  proved  unable  to  rescue  the  lady. 
A  gentleman  at  letigth,  Hfter  great  diffi¬ 
culty,  brought  the  body  ashore,  but  all 
efforts  to  restore  life  failed.
